A. Price, General Superintendent of the western division of the 
C.P.R., together with J. Niblock, Superintendent.of District 
No. 3, passed through Red Deer on Saturday evening last on their 
special car. In an interview with our reporter, Mri Price said Red 
Deer would be made a divisional point at once, and all train crews 
on freights would change here. A yard engine would be placed 
here at once, and a number of men will be placed in the car shops 
to attend to all repairs to engines. Six train crews will make Red 
Deer their head centre. This, together with yard foreman, car re- 
pairers, men in car shops, and yard engine men will make quite an 
addition to our population. Then the wrecking outfit now stationed 
at Wetaskiwin, with its crew of men will also make this their head- 
quarters. As most of these men are skilled mechanics, their value 
as an addition to our population can hardly be. estimated, 


NEW BRIDGE. 


A new standard steel bridge will be built over the river within 
the next few weeks. Alresdy some steel has arrived for the 
structure. The estimated cost will be $57,000, and it will be first- 
class in every respect. 

Mr, Price said it was the intention of the C. P. R. to make the 
C. & E. branch an up-to-date line in every respect. Some 56 pound 
rails would be replaced by 85 pound rails and bad steel will be re- 
placed wherever found. ’ 

The station house will be enlarged and fitted up for the present. 
Two waiting rooms will be made on the ground floor, one of them 
for ladies, which will be a great convenience. New floors will be 
put in, and other improvements made to make the present premises 
bearable until we get our new station in a year or two. The 
Company feel that Red Deer has a future ahead of it, and do not 
want to put up a structure that would in a few years look too small 
for the place.

From a Visitor’s Point of View 


Easter dawns at the Industrial 
School just as it does elsewhere.- 
The mere fact of the children 
being of Indian descent evidently 
does not render. them unable to 
engage in and enjoy the seasons 
of festival as they come around. 

One could not be at the school 
1ong at the time approaching this 
Taster without knowing that there 
was something unusual on foot 
among a select number of the 
children under the direction of 
the Vice Superintendent, Mr. 
Lockhart. An edict having been 
issued forbidding any to approach 
the school room, where services 
ars accustomed to be held,he and 
his chosen band were busily oc- 
cupied with their mysterious pre- 
parations, giving no inkling to 
anyone as to the nature of these. 

Easter morning dawned. Sure- 
ly this was a memorable Sunday. 
The boys and girls appeared in 
their new spring clothing. The 
boys wore ties with their negligee 
shirts, presenting a well dressed 
appearance, as did also the girls 
in their buttoned shoes and pretty 
waists. , ‘ 

The bell rang for service, and 
we approached the school room 
with that peculiar feeling of 
curiosity which one feels when 
about to experience a surprise. 
We entered the room a few min- 
utes before time and so had an 
opportunity to look at the dec- 
orations while waiting the child- 
ren’s arrival. 

The first thing to notice was 
that a beautiful plush drape of 
dark green, gradually fading 
into a light green towards the 
lower edge, had been suspended 
from the picture beading, giving 
the effect of green fields seen in 
the dusk of evening. A small 
platform had been erected, the 
width of, and reaching up to the 
bottom of the drape, and on this 
platform, standing out against 
the dark back ground reaching 
the whole. length of it, was a 
large cross, which in ite ghostly 
whiteness appeared as” though 
standing on a hill in the twilight, 
and above the cross shone a 
bright golden star. 

The front of the large platform, 
upon which the other had been 
erected, was decorated with pots 
of flowers; geraniums, ferns, and 
lillies.

Supreme Court. 


ADJOURNED SITTINGS. 


Mr. Justice Harvey resumed 
the adjourned sittings of the 
supreme court on Tuesday last 
week, when two criminal and one 
civil case were listed for hearing. 

In the case of Rex vs. Perry, 
in which the accused was charged 
with having committed perjury 
on the hearing of a charge laid 
by him against two men, named 
Zumwalt and Fenner, an ad- 
journment was granted until the 
next sittings of the court. Zum- 
walt and Fenner had been tried 
for forging the name of Perry to 
a chattel ‘mortgage, and had been 
acquitted by a jury at the last 
court. [uring the hearing Perry 
swore that he had never signed 
the mortgage in qrvestion. He is 
at present in custody at the R.N. 
W. M. P. guard room at Calgary. 

The next case taken up was a 
charge of criminal assualt, pre- 
ferred against Harry Weir, of 
Three Hill Creek. The hearing 
occupied the day. The offence 
was alleged to have heen com- 
mitted in October, 1906. The ac- 
cused left Canada for North 
Dakota in June, 1907, and was 
extradited in March last. Several 
witnesses gave evidence on be- 
haJjf of the crown,ar.¢ the defence 
called the mother and sister of 
the accused. In the result, the 
jury found the prisoner not guilty 
and he was discharged. C.L. 
Durie represented the attorney- 
eneral, and P. J. Nolan, K. C.,, 
defended the accused. : 

On the civil side,G. W. Greene 
moved for the foreclosure of a 
mortgage for $10,000, held by the 
town of Red Deer, against the 
property of the Red Deer Mill 
and Elevator company, now in 
liquidation. W. L. Walsh, K.C., 
fur the Stratford Milling com- 
pany, claimed certain machinery 
furnished by his clienta as exempt 
from the mortgage. J.C. Moore, 
for George Dustin, the contractor 
of the mill, claimed a lien on the 
building. After hearing counsel 
for all parties, Mr. Justice Harvey 
made an order for the foreclosure 
of the mortgage on the mill prop- 
erty axcept as to the machinery 
owned by the Stratford company, 
which is declared to be exempt, 
and subject to any claim which 
Dustin may have under his lien 
as against the town. 

A number of chamber mattors 
were also disposed of before Mr. 
Justice Harvey returned to Ed- 
monton.
